adopted; and then at 12:35 the senate adjourned 
till Tuesday, the 4th of January. 

At the reqvst ofthe “Union Veteran Army 
of the Republic,” Mr, Blair introduced a_ bill 
making comprehensive changes in the pension 
laws. The bill practically removes the limita- 
tion of the arrears of the pension actand makes 
the fact of enlistment into the service of the 
United States evidence of physical soundness at 
the time of enlistment. 


It authorizes the secretary of the interior to* 


reopen all cases deried on the ground of a lack 
of proof of physical soundness at the time of en- 
listment. It enlarges the clasdes of persons to 
be entitled to the benefits of the pension laws, 
eo as toinclude all who may have been disabled 
while actually engaged in the services of the 
United States of a military nature, whether 
they were mustered or not. 

It also grants a pension to all female ntirses 
in the late war who shall have arrived at the 
age of fifty years and are without means of 
coy ortable support. It provides that there 
sS.!l be two classes of pexsionable disabilities, 
Viz: specific and non-specific. Non-specific dis- 
ability is defined as one of nature and the de- 
gree of which cannot be determined without 
the aid of evidence or of medical examination. 
Pensionable disabilities are graded from one to 
twenty. according to the degree of injury in- 
curred. The rate of pension for minor children 
is increased from $2 to $5 per month. The 
pension office is required to give every claimant 
ten days’ notice of the time and place of any 
special examination into the merits of his claim 
or of any inquiry by letter to the postmaster or 
neighbors of the claimant concerning his disa- 
bility or the credibility of his witnesses. -The 
pension office is debarred from receiving infor- 

pation under an agreement to conceal source 
or subject matter from applicant. It is made 
unlawful to reject a claim upon evidence 
securcd by seeret investigation or because the 
records of the war or navy department fail to 
shew the extent of disease, wound or injury. 
lt is also made unlawful to reduce a pension or 
strike the name ofa pensioner from the rolls 
without giving thirty days notice to the per 
son afiected. When a claimant, who is entitled 
to arrears of pensions, died before the claim is 
adjudicated, the widow, minor children and 
dependent relatives, shall be entitled to be 
subrogated to all claimants’ rights. The bill 
also corrects what are held to be imperfections 
in many minor matters of the present pension 
laws. “Such further sum as may be necessary 
te pay pensions granted under the provisions 
of this act,” is appropriated in addition to the 
$75.000,000 appropriated by the last pension 
bill.

A LIVELY TILT 


Between Messrs. Barnes and Springer in the 

House. 

WASHINGTON, December 22.—In the house 
the speaker announced the appointment of 
Messrs. Forney, McAdoo and Hopkins, as con- 
ferees on the bill increasing the annual appro- 
priation for the militia. 

Mr. Warner, of Ohio, from the committee on 
post offices and pest roads, reported a bill re- 
quiring all land grant railroad companies to 
construct, maintain and operate telegraph 
lines. Referred to committee of the whole. 

The bill provided in its first section that all 
subsidized railroads shal! forthwith and hence- 
forward, by and through their own officers and 
employes, construct and operate for railroad, 


government, commercial, and all other pur-. 


poses, telegraph lines, and exercise by them- 
selves alone all telegraph franchises 


cpon ané@ the obligations assumed by them | 


under the granting act. 

The second section provides that whenever 
any telegraph company which shall have 
aecepted the provisions of title 65, revised 
statutes, shall extend its line to the eastern 
terminus or to any station or office of the tele- 
graph line belonging to any one of said railroad 
coippanies. it shall have the right to connect 
with the telegraph line of a railroad company 
at a point where the lines meet for the prompt 
exchange of telegraphic communication be- 
tween the two companies. The railroad com- 
panics are required to operate their telegraph 
lines so as to afford equal facilities to all, with- 
out discrimination in faver of or against any 
person. company or corporation. 

Section thirty. provides that in the event of 
the failure orrefusal of any railroad company 
{o construct, maintain and operate its telegraph 
line without discrimination, any person or 
connecting company way apply for relief to 
the commissioner of railroads who is directed 
to ascertain the facts and report them to the 
secretary of the interior. The secretary shall 
order what arrangement is proper to be made 
in the particular case, and by this order the 
railroad company is bound to abide. It is made 
the duty of the commissioner of railroads to 
see that the orderjis properly and efficiently 
carried into effect and if necessary enforced by 
mandamus or other leral proceeding. 

By section four, it is made the duty of the 
attorney gencral to prevent any unlawful in- 
terference with the rights and equities of the 
Lnited Statesunder this act, and to have all 
contracts and provisions of contracts set aside 
and annulled which have been unlawfully en- 
tered into by railroad companies and any other 
person, company or corporation. 

The fifth section provides that any officer of 
a railroad company who refuses to operate tele- 
graph lines in the manner provided in this act, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
fined not exceeding $1,000 and imprisoned not 
less than six months. The aggrieved party is 
authorized to bring action for daniages against 
the guilty officer. 

Ou motion of Mr. Sayers, of Texas, the bill 
passed granting to the city of San Antonia, 
Texas. a certain portion of the military reserva- 
tion adjvining that city. , 

On motion of Mr. Holman. of Indiana, the 
senate bill was passed for the relief of the 
Greensburg Limestone Company, of Indiana. 
Some of Mr. Holwan’s colleagues, who have 
suffercd from his objections, showed a disposi- 
tion to retaliate, but finally consented to allow 
ihe passage of the measure. 

The house then, in the morning hour, re- 
sumed consideration of the Oklahoma bill. 

Mr. Barnes. of Géorgia, concluded his argu- 
ment in opposition to the bill by an urgent ap- 
peal in behalf of the good faith towards the 
Indians and of the maintenance of national 
Loner by the government. 

Mr. Springer, of Ulinois, in advocating the 
bill, stated that he was not surprised at the 
genticman’ from Georgia appealing for good 
faith towards tbe Indians, and especially to- 
wards the Cherokees, If any gentleman should 
appeal for good faith towards the Cherokees, 
itshould be a gentleman from the state of 
Gecrgia. The Cherdkees shad formeriy re- 
sided in that state, and the-ancestors of the 
gentleman's constituents, after having broken 
faith with them, had driver? them from the 
state at the point of bayonet 

Mr. Barnes—It is unfair in the gentleman to 
wake an attack onmy state. What he has said 
is net trae. and even if it were true it would 
show that I have improved upon my ancestry 
and be hasdewenerated from his. (| Laughter 
and applause. | 


Mr. Springer exypre sxe his gratification at ° 


yentlieman had improved 
upen lus ancestry—-ot herwise he never would 
bave known it Proceeding to argue tn favor 
of the bill, Mr. Springer declared that the 
great obstacle to the passage of the sicasure 
was the lease of a Cherokee strip toa cattle 
company. That company leased it for 100,- 
000 and sub-leased it for %500,000, leaving a 
margin of $400,000 with which te corrupt: the 
Indians and to send a powerful lobhy to Wash- 
ington. The question to be settled now was 
whether this land should be held for white 
people or for the special benefit of large cattle 
sy ndicates. 

" At the conclusion of Mr. Springer’s remarks 
the committee rose and the matter went over, 
and the house, at 3:30, adjourned until Jan-

THE MARVELOUS SOUTH. 


WHAT JUDGE KELLEY SAW ON HIS 
LATE VISIT TO THIS SECTION.

The Wonderful History of Birmingh Sp 
in Town Lots—Great Things Predicted for An- 
niston—The New Atlanta, Which Rose 
From the Ashes of the Old—Btc. 


BALTIMORE, December 22e—Hon. Wm. D. 
Kelly, of Pennsylvania, who has lately made 
an extensive trip through the south, contrib- 
utes tothe Baltimore Manufacturer's Record, 
of December 25,a lengthy article reviewing 
the progress of that section, in which he pre- 
sents some startling facts as to the great indus- 
trial development new in progress there. Ke- 
ferring to his visit to the south in 1867, Judge 
Kelly says: “The south was a land of desola- 
tion; her fields were fenceless and uncultiva- 
ted, and her people were without reproductive 


fistock or that with which to impel modern. ag- 
-ricultural implements, had they been bestowed 


upon them gratuitously. They were, generally 


speaking, without seed for field crops, except 


what was bestowed upon them by personal 
friends or the government, through the freed- 
man’s bureau and agencies of the agricultural 
department.’’ 

Contrasting this with what he saw on his late 
trip, he says: . 

The progress in wealth, in the means of in- 
dividual comfort and productive power, has 
been marvelous and that the change wrought 
from then until now in the immense develop- 
ment of coal and iron ore of these states, and 
the increase in the number and extent of indus 
trial centers, may justly be regarded as the 
work of Titans, Systems of railroads that 
now traverse the south are as perfect in construc- 
tion of roadbed, track and bridges and 
in passenger cars, and the means provided for 
the transportation of freight as those of the 
north. Little roads branch in such valleys as 
are knewn to be specially rich, not in iron 
alone, but in other minerals, some of which are 
found in such profusion and juxtaposition as to 
seem to defy geologic laws as elsewhere illus- 
trated.” 

Prior to the war Judge Kelicy writes: 

“The south neither had, nor desired to have, 
great cities. It is also true that her statesmen 
preferred that their workshops should be in for- 
eign lands and that the ships that exported 
their products and brought them commodities 
in exchange, should be built and owned by for- 
eigners.”’ 

In this respect the contrast is most striking. 
Nashville he found to be a beautiful city which 
surprised him by the extent and variety of its 
manifestness and the magnificence of its build- 
ings. Chattanooga and Birmingham are each 
mirval in its own way. In the former he vis- 
ited great industrial enterprises that are in 
operation there, and it was here that his atten- 
ticn was first attracted to the neat, commodious 
and well-painted homes of negro laborers in the 
mining,“smelting and mechanical pursuits. The 
spetbenica skill of colored laborers, in some of 
these enterprises, surprised him, and convinced 
him that with an ind#trial art school they 
would soon produce gratifying evidence of the 
adaptation of negro labor to mechanical pur- 
suits requiring a high degree of skill. 

Referring to the proximity of coal, iron ore 
and limestone at Birmingham, he says that it 
is not surprising that over-sanguine men of 
that city really b lieve that they will be able 
to Thee ¢0u secheaply as to soon close up the 
works of Pennsylvania, and force her iron 
masters and their employes to re-establish 
themselves at Birmingham. This, he states, 
has produced speculation in town lots that may 
retard the immediate growth of Birmingham, 
and time, by various processes, will determine 
the actual value of corner lots in the city 
where success is to extinguish the furnace fires 
of Pittsburg, Braddocks, Johnstown, Bethle- 
hem and generally throughout Pennsylvania. 

At Anniston he spent ten days making a 
thorough investigation of the resources of the 
couatry tributary to that place. Here he 
found extensive iron works, machine shop, 
rolling mill, car works and other industries, 
besides a large cotton mill which ships a consid- 
erable part of its product direct to China. The 
company which planned and built Anniston, 
owns 50,000 acres of land in which are im- 
mense deposits of brown and red hematite, fos- 
silliferous, specular and magnetic ore, moun- 
tains of limestone and seemingly inexhausti- 
ble supplies of wood and coking and gas coal. 
They have just completed a sixty mile rail- 
road and will build another sixteen miles in 
length, besides two furnaces and 
other enterprises. He predicts that 
though Anniston has never had 
a “boom,” and though its planting and devel- 
opment has been managed so quietly that its 
name is hardly recognized by the popular ear, 
it will, before two decades shall have passed, be 
onc of the most remarkable centers of the iron, 
stecland kindred industries to be feund in 
these wonderfully endowed states, Georgia, 
Alabama and Tennessee. 

The growth of Atlanta surprised him, In 
18.7 be fonnd itin ruins and ashes. Now it 
bas over 50,000 inhabitants, whose prosperity 
is attested by everything seen there. In clos- 
ing he says: 

| have given but faint intimations of the re- 
sources of the mineral regions of the south; of 
im pulses that now animate her controling peo- 
ple. and the rapid strides with which the spirit 
of the nineteenth century is changing, not only 
the aspect of the country, but the purposes and 
a pirations of the people of the new south. 


DESTROYED BY THE FLAMES. 


Damage to an Towa Town---Fires 


Elsewhere. 

Des Mornes, December 22.—A most disas- 
trous fire, which is now raging. broke out at 
Oskaloosa in the postoflice, about 1 o'clock this 
morning, despite the efforts of the fire depart- 
ment, assisted by citizens. The flames are still 
beyond control and progressing eastward, en- 
veloping the entire block in which is located 
the postoftice. Thus far, the postoffice. the 
Times’ building with all its contents, Baum’s 
bakery, Henry’s large furniture store, the 
opera house and three adjoining buildings have 
been totally destroyed, involving a loss of 
$40,000 with the prospect that the entire block 
will be destroyed and a loss of $100°000 entail- 
ed. The mail coming to the office last night is 
supposed to have been entirely consumed, The 
Gre obtained full headway before being dis- 
covered, very few people being on the street at 
the hour the alarm was first given. 

Theaggregate loss by the fire amounts to 
260.000; insurance, $20,000. The fire was con- 
fined to the limits already described. ‘The 
vrincipal loss is on the opera house building, 
Awned by the Masonic order. which was valued 
at $22.000 and insured for $15,000. It will be 
rebuilt at once.

THE SOUTH CAROLINA EXODUS. 


The Negro Emigrants Interviewed infLittle 
Rock, 

Lirrite Rock, Ark., December 22.—Several 
amilies of negroes from South Carolina passed 
through this place yesterday and will locate in 
Drew, Chicot Desha and other counties in the 
southern portion of Arkansas, They were 
from Aiken and Barnwell counties, South 
Carolina, and give rather a gloomy account of 
affairs in that state, claiming that the cotton 
crop was virtually a failure the past season. 
That price of staple was lower than ever before 
and landlords under the law absorbed the pro- 
ceeds of black labor. They also allege that 
they had no politictal rights, being to all in- 
tents and purposes disfranchised. Under 
these circumstances emigration was a matter 
of necessity, if not choice, Large numbers will 
leave Appleton, Blackville, and other points in 
South Carolina within the next six weeks 
bound for Arkansas, emigration is spreading all 
over the state, and unless the legislature makes 
an effort to improve their condition by repeal- 
ing obnoxious laws and enacting legislation to 
protect them, these people say hundreds of 
South Carolina plantations will remain uncul- 
tivated for the lack of colored labor.

THE PAN-ELECTRIC TELEPHONE. 


Renders a Decision in the 


Case. 

Wasutnetron, December 22.—.Justice James 
rendered a decision in the equity court in the 
suit of J. Harris Rogers against Attorney Gen- 
eral Garland to dissolve the partnership known 
as the Pan-Electric Telephone company. The 
attorney general, in his answer to the bill of 
complaint, denied all the allegations contained 
therein, and was desirous to haye the case 
tried on its merits, but the other defendants, 
Senator Harris, Commissioner Atkins, Com- 
missioner Johnson and Casey Young, filed a 
demurrer, and on that the case was argued, 
Justice James today sustained the demurrer 
and dismissed the bill without going into the 
merits of the case. The attorney general is 
said to be disappointed at this result, as he 
hoped to have the question settled on its 
merits.

A REPORTER’S SECRET. 


to Prison for Contempt Rather

BALTIMORE, December 22.—Some two weeks 
ago, John T. Morris, a reporter of the Sun, was 
called before the grand jury to answer as to his 
means of information regarding’ the present- 
ment of Sheriff Fledderman, charged with at- 
tempting to bribe a colored voter at the late 
elections.

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” CHURCHILL RETIRES

BECAUSE HE DISAGREES WITH 
THE CABINET. 


Lord Rando'ph Churehtii and the Admiralty and War 
Office Fall Out ona Point of Beohomy, Which 
Ri:isulte in His Retirement-The Anti- 

Rent Agitation in Ireclatd—Etc. 


Loxpox, Thursday, December 23.—The 
Times. announces that Lord Kandolph 
Churchill has resigned his seat in the cabinet, 
owing toa disagreement with the admiraity 
and war office with reference to increasing the 
expenses of the country in view of the existing 
financial difficulty, and also because he disap- 
proved of the home legislative measures of the 
-cabinet. 

The Times approves Lord Salisbury’s decis- 
ion insupport of the defences of the country. 
It reproves Lord Randolph Churchill for acting 
in hostility and desiring reckless economy in- 
stead of trying to reform the departments 
and secure greater efficiency without 
an increase of estimates. His res: 
ignation, says the Times, deprives the 
government of its ablest member and com- 
pletely changes the political situation. Lord 
Salisbury, it continues, will do well to renew 
overtures to Lord Hartington for a coalition 
government. A ‘reconstructed conservative 
cabinet, withont new blood, cannot last long 
and will lead to the return of Gladstone to 
office. 

Lord Rondolph Churchifl considers that Wil- 
liam Henry Smith and Lord George Hamilton 
prepared exorbitant estimates for the army and 
navy departments respectively, which are un- 
called for by the state of foreign affairs. Lord 
Salisbury supported: Smith and Lord George 
Hamilton. Lord Randolph further considers 
that legislative measures for Great Britain pro- 
posed for the next session of parliament are in- 
adequate. 

Mr. Chamberlain has written to a correspond- 
ent a letter in which he says he adheres to his 
original Irish scheme, which has nothing in 
common with the Gladstone measure. 

Dean Byrne, presiding at a meeting of 5,000 
nationalists at Pomeroy, county Tyronne, today 
denounces the government. He said that if 
the coercive policy was persisted in he would 
not be responsible for the peace of his 
district. Sir Thomas Esmonde, _ member 
of parlaiment, and a number of 
Catholic priests spoke in a similar strain.

THE IRISH AGITATION. 


Tenants Still Paying Kent Money to Trus- 
tees— Mr. Gladsione’s Position. 

Lonpon, December 22.—An interchange of 
views between Mr. Gladstone and his colleagues 
of the last liberal cabinet on the attitude to be 
adopted by the liberal party at the opening of 
parliament, has resulted in an agreement to 
support the government in all legal efforts to 
suppress the anti-rent campaign, but to urge 
the immediate enforcement of some form of 
Mr. Parnell’s bill for the suspension of evic- 
tions. The Gladstone circle is irritated over 
the action of Dillon and O’Brien, and anti-rent 
leaders have been warned that there isno 
chance tat the co-operation of Mr. Gladstone 
will continue unless they submit to Mr. Par- 
neil, who, desirous of a common policy with 
Mr. Gladstone, is suspected of aiming to sup- 
press the plan of campaign. 

Notwithstanding Mr. Parnell’s displeasure, 
Dilion, O’Brien and Healy continue thtir anti- 
rent tactics. 

DveL_in, December 22.—It can.be anthorita- 
tively stated that Mr. Parnell is convinced that 
the position of the Irish tenants is worse now 

hen when he introduced his anti-eviction bill, 
That the plan of campaign has, as asserted, 
procured abatements in rents, where everything 
else had failed, he regards as improbable. He 
thinks it remarkable that the government 
should propose a coercion bill, as the entire ab- 
sence of crime leaves no excuse for coercion, 
The suppression of the Irish national league 
would inevitably result in the formation. of se- 
cret societies that would rival 
one another in the commission 
of crimes and thus necessitated the landlords 
asking parliament for further coercive power.

TRYING TO DEPOSE POW DERLY. 


The Chicago Knights Dissatisfied With the 
General Mister Workmaa’s Order, 
CHIcAGo, December 22.—District Assembly 
4 Knights of Labor has appointed a commitiee of 
five, which is engaged in the investigation of the 
stock yards strike, and it is asserted tonight the 
reason for investigation is that district assembly 
o7, the packing house employes’ assembly, has 
caused a secret boycott to be issued against those 
of the Chicago packers who were particularly hos- 
tile in the late strike. The two district assemblies 
24 and 57, embrace nearly all the knights in Chi 
cago and Cook county. District assembly 24 and 
Seamen’s district assembly 1%, itis said, were asked 
to support No. 57’s boycott. The members of No. Bt 
preferred a thorough investigation of the matters 
connected with the strike before taking sucha 
step, and the committee is now taking testimomy. 
Among the witnesses summoned are Harper, 
Gannt and Dolan, who were expelled from their 
local assemblies during the strike. They were 
charged ; with treason and sevéral other offenses. 
pon the result of the investigation depend the 
action to be taken in relation to the boyeott by 
District Assembly 24, the membership of which ina- 
cludes nearly all the knights in Chicago, except 
Packinghouse district No. 57 and Seamen's assem- 
biv. The inteution of district 57 is to inaugurate 
a general boycott against several of the packers 
and make it permanent. The action of General 
Master Workman Powderly in declaring the strike 
off and ordering the men back atten hours, it is 
said, has ied to astrong local movementto have 
him depored: It is claimed that “a ‘special 
session of knights’ general assenthly ean be con- 
vened upon a call issued by five district assemblies 
trom five states.. Those favoring the move say that 
four other assemblies besides No. 57 can be secured 
beyond doubt, and that such a cali will be made in 
this convention. Iris asserted that T. P. Barry 
and Carleton, the two members of the general ex- 
ecutive committee, who were sent to Chicago to 
settle the strike, left the city with unfriendly feel- 
ines toward Mr. Powderly, and itis hinted that-a 
crusade bas been inaugurated against him.

A FITFUL CAREER BROUGHT TO A 
CLOSE. 
Cort ee 
Record of Hie Life From His Rirth in Loutsiana 
ie ho the Last Hour on Tuesday Morning — His 
Funeral to Take Place in Macon Today 
Other News in the Oentral City. 


~ 

Macox, Ga., December 22.—The funeral of 
the late Sam H. Jemison will take place to- 
morrow in Milledgeville. His career was a re 
matkable one. Samuel Hunter Jemison, chris- 
tened after his father’s step-father, Samuel 
Funter, was born in Jackson parish, New Ver- 
‘pon, La, on May 17, 1852, and was consequent- 
ly in his thirty-fourth year. ‘He was the baby- 
boy in a family of five sons. His eldest brother 
died at Oglethorpe college, the second was 
killed, with his messmate, by acannon shot at 
the first battle of Manassas and the others, 
Owen and R. W., Jr., are living, the former ia 
New Orleans and the latter in this city. 

His father, Colonel R. W. Jemison, removed 
to Monroe, La., when Sam was a boy, and the 
latier received the first radiments of his eda- 
cation there. Afterwards Colonel Jemison re- 
moved to Macon, and Sam was sent to live 
with hiS grandfather, near Midway, where he 
attended Oglethorpe college in 1870-71. 

From there Sam went to Washington-Lee 
university, Virginia, and the family have an 
autograph letter from General Lee, speaking 
in glowing terms of Sam's brilliancy and at- 
tainments. 

In 1872 he came home from Washington-Lee 
university, and went on to Monroe, La., where 
he studied Jaw under his maternal uncle, and 
was admitted to the bar in 1575. 

During this time he formed the acquaintance 
ef Governor Sam. McEnerry, which grew into 
a strong friendship, and when he visited New 
Orleans last year, after recovering from the 
long illness subsequent to the terrible Strodeck- 
er tragedy, Governor McEnerry telegraphed 
him from Texas to remain uutil he could come 
home to see him. 

In 1873 Sam returned to Macon and dabbled 
a little in newspaper work, being for a short 
time city editor of the Telegraph and Messen- 
ger. Soon afterwards he and his brother, R. 
W., Jr., formed a copartnership in a brokerage 
business. on Third street, the first office of the 
kind opened in Macon. 

On the death of Colonel Sam. Hunter he 
entered into partnership with his father in the 

sractice of law, and his talents soon made him 
ea among Macon barristers. 

In 1*76 he was editor ofthe Morning Star, 
which had but a short existence. 

On the death of his father he was elected 
city atterney to succeed him, which office he 
filled with ability. | 

In 158], Mr. Jemison was elected to the Geor- 
gia legislature to fill the unexpired term of Col- 
enei Love. Previcusly he had made his repn- 
tation as a political speaker in the Colquitt and 
Norwood campaign, and in that famous cam- 

ign he stumped the state for Norwood. 

W hen the office of recorder was created Sam 
Jeniison was elected to fill the piace, and this 
he filled for the term of 1881. 

Among his most important legal triumphs 
was his masterly argument in the prosecution 
of Dock Wilson, the wurderer of Vinson, in 
Blue Run, a good many years ago. Wilson got 
a life sentence. 

In the cefense of John Barnett, for the 
killing of Turpin, he added fresh lan- 
rels to his brow, and his great speech 
in the famous Danforth case, is still fresh in the 
winds of the people of Macon. It is 
said to have been one of the most remarkable 
and eficctive arguments ever delivered before 
a jory in this city. It will be remembered 
that Danforth is now servinz a life sentence. 

His last great criminal case was the defense 
ef Cicero Darby, which probably hastened his 
@eath. He was not at all welland his voice 
was broken aud husky,and yet he stood before 
a jury for several long hours on that cold De- 
ccnmiber day, pleading for the life of his client, 
aud inally wrung from the law a recommenda- 
4008 for merey which saved the neck of the 
sluyer of Jemes Rettenberry. After that last 
hard-fcucht battle he took - to his bed, 
axdsauk gradual'y until Monday, when he 

as informed by a lady that the physicians 
pronounced his case hopeless. He merely 
10ocded assent, and never a muscle quivered, 
nor ajook fiom his flashing eye betokened the 
Jenst fear of the grim reaper’s approach. He 
lingered, retaining consciousness, until just be- 
fore six o'clock vesterday morning, when he 
incame unconscious and so passed away.

~ VALENTINE TALKS, 
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WE MAKES FULL CONFESSION OF 


THE MURDER, 


He Creeps tuto the Street Car Office forthe Parpose 
of Robbing the Cash Drawer—Detected by Mr, 
Vales, He Turns Upon Him With His 
Pick Other News of the State, 


Avavera, Ga., December 22,--[Special.]— 
Your representative called at the jail tonight 
to see Preston Valentine, the negro fiead who 
so foully murdered old man Vales at the street 
car stables two years ago, to procare his confes- 
sion, He stated that he had made a full con- 
fession to Mayor May, Jadge Twiggs and Jailer 
Collins, but had sworn them toseerecy until after 
the execution, which is to take place on Janu- 
ary 21. He further said he intended giving it 
tothe Chronicle reporter first. The parties 
above named were called upon, but refused to 
divulge the secret, but by chance your corre- 
spondent learned from a gentlemen who had 
read his written confession the following: 

THE STORY OF THE MURDER. 

Had intended rebbing the money drawer of 
the office at the stables,and on the night of the 
murder he sat up on the canal bridge, near the 
stables, until the last car had gone’ in, and 
Chance Green, a negro hostler, had left for the 
night at 11:30 o’clock. He then jumped a 
fence on this side, slipped quietly around the 
back of the buildings, procured a pick ax, and 
stole to the office without being seen by Mr. 
Vales. He entered and was in the act of -priz- 
ing the drawer open with the pick when the 
old man entercd the office and saw him. He ran 
into the back oftite, hoping to escape through 
the window, but it was closed, and before he 
could open it Vales entered the door. Valen- 
tine then turned upon him and 

BRAINED HIM WITH THE PICK 

which he still carried, killing him instantly. 
He then pryed the money drawer open, and 
took from it something over thirty dollars in 
money. After pocketing the money he went 
to the oil house, procured a can of oii, returned 
and poured it over the body and the floor, 
which he set fire to, shut the door and 
escaped. He then went to his _ house 
where he found his wife in bed. When he 
entered she said to him: 

“Preston, I have had a fearful dream about 
you. I dreamed that you had killed a man.” 

This so worried and upset bim that he left 
and went to the house ofa brother, a few miles 
up the Georgia railroad, where he remained 
‘until morning. He then returned to the city 
aug found that , 

HE WAS SUSPECTED. 
when he immediately left the city and went to 
Beach island, a short distance in Carolina. 
Being afraid that he would be caught there, he 
leit and went up into North Carolina, from 
whence he went to Lowmoor iron works, in 
West Virginia, where he procured work and 
remained until captured last March by Detce- 
tive Ned Purcell. who brought him back to 
Augusta. Upon hbisarrival here a large crowd 
was awaiting him with the intention of 
LYNCHING HIM IMMEDIATELY. 
but by the shrewdness of the officers he was 
ssfely lodged in jail before the crowd knew he 
bad been taken off the train. He was tried 
here in the superior court and convicted, 
when the case was carried before the supreme 
court by Judge Twiggs, his attorney, and the 
decision of the court below was affirmed, He 
was sentenced four weeks ago to be hanged on 
January 21 in the jailyard.

THE SANDER’S LYNCHING. 


The Story as Told by an Eye Witness--San- 
ders Sells His Body. 

Toccoa, Ga., December 22.—[Special.]— 
Frank Sanders, who was lynched near Carnes- 
ville Monday at 1 a om. sold his 
body to a physician of that place 
for five dollars, which he ‘sent to his 
father in South Carolina, saying: “I will pay 
back this much of what I have cost him 
before.” He talked freely, stating that 
he killed all five of the family 
before fireing the house, then went into his 
room and remained until the fire drove him 
out. He declared at the last that the woman 
was not at all implicated inthecrime. It is 
not known how the rumor of his death by fire 
originated. 

The lynchers were composed of the 
best citizens of Franklin county 
and were thoroughly organized and prepared 
for to do the work of retribution which they 
had planned. 

Between 10 and 11 o’clock Sunday night, 
about one hundred and twenty-five men met 
on the square in Carnesville. A committee of 
four, which had been previously appointed, 
went to the house of Mr. Tabor and requested 
him to give them the jail keys, which he had 
in his safe. 

They got the keys. Sheriff McConnell was at 
the jail prepared to defend his prisoner, but he 
was soon persuaded that resistance would be 
useless. Sanders was taken out and mounted 
on a horse behind a prominent ex-officer of the 
county. They made no secret of their inten- 
tions and were very deliberate in their actions. 
The people of Carneswille were not only on the 
lockout, but many of them accompanied the 
} arty to the ground of execution and saw the 
work well done. <A doctor and two ministers 
were present. Everything was carried on in 
perfect order. The crowd was respectful. 

The doomed man was urgeé by a number of 
men to look his situation in the face and pray 
to God to forgive his great sins, to prepare his 
soul for that heaven of which he seemed to 
knew so little. Both ministers prayed fer- 
vently for his soul’s’. salvation, and 
the hearty amens which sounded from 
among the crowd of men 
proved them unused to such work. 

He was placed, standing, on a horse, his 
arms pinioned, the rope adjusted. A hundred 
heads were bowed, Mupressed by the terrible 
nature of the scene in which they were partici- 
pants. A hundred strong men were praying 
God to deliver Franklin county from another 
such crime and the necessity of another such 
execution.

The Freedman's Bank Swindle. 

The freedman’s bank swindle is still be- 
fore congress. ‘The freedman’s bank, it will 
be remembered, was chartered by the repub- 
lican party and managed by republicans. 
Its pass-books were ornamented with the ca- 
@averous portraits of Lincoln, Grant, Sher- 
man and Stanton. It had branehes in every 
southern city and town, and received on de- 
posit millions of dollars belonging to the 
lately emancipated negroes. 

Just how this vast amount of money was 
disposed of will never be known. Whether 
it was expended to carry on republican cam- 
paigns, or whether it was divided out among 
the honest and patriotic republican leaders 
it would be impossible to say; but the mon- 
ey—the hard earnings of the unfortunate 
negroes, who found themselves facing all the 
hardships of a swift freedom and enjoying 
none of its compensations—was seized and 
disposed of. The negroes were swindled— 
their money was stolen. 

When the fraudulent concern suspended it 
owed two millions and a half to over sixty- 
one thousand depositors. Some of these de- 
Positors have been partially paid, but more 
than a million of dollars is still due them. 

A democratic president and a southern 
comptroller of the currency earnestly recom- 
mends that congress make restitution of this 
money. Under the circumstances, we do 
not see how the republicans can afford to 
Oppose such a proposition, byt it is likely 
they will. They love the negro only when 
they are swindling him, and they are not 
Swindling him to any great extent just 
now.

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Georgia's Postal Service. 

The officials of the postoftice department 
have prepared for the information of congress 
some interesting statistical information rela- 
tive to the annual operations of the postal 
service from which is taken the following of 
local interest to Georgia: 

_ The total postal receipts for the year in the 
state reached the sum of $516,230.19. Or 
this amount the sales of postage stamps, 
stomped envelopes and postal cards yielded 
$499,277.56. The box rents returned 316,525,- 
#5, and the sales of waste paper $429.75. The 
total expenditures amounted to $932,052.20. 
In the expense account the largest item is fur 
the transportation of the mails which cost 
$52.403.15. There was paid to the postmas- 
fers as compensation $155,530,03, and for 
@lerks in postofiices, fuel and rent $53,909.02. 
The letter carriers received $35,625.83, and 
the railway postal clerks ranning in the 
State $122,912.17. In Zommon with the most 
of the states, the expenditures of the postal 
service in Ceorgia exceeded the receipts, the 
gum being £415,-2%.02, 

The statistics connected with the post of- 
fices avd postmasters also offer some facts of 
interest: Dwing the year 162 new post 
e@fiices were established in Georgia and 41 
were discontinued, making the net increase 
ofthe year 121, The namesor sites of 39 
were changed. As to the, postmasters, 240 
_ wesigned or their comminsions ‘expired, 71 

_ Were removed or suspended, and 21 died.

‘Lhe whole number of post offices in the state 
is 1,468, se 

There are in Georgia 28 post offices of the 
presidential grade, or those where the salary 
is at least one thousand dollars a year, and 
the aggregrte salaries of the postmasters 
amount to $46,500 The total receipts of 
these offices for the year amounted to $326,- 
034. 96, 

One of the most important branches of the 

postal service isthe free delivery or letter 
‘arrier system. Under the law this service 
bas been limited to cities of at least twenty 
thoveand inhabitants, or lacking in popula- 
tion, to such places as returned a gross an- 
nual postal revenue of at least twenty thou- 
sand dollars. Under the bill of this session 
it is proposed to reduce this limitation so as 
to make the service available in towns of ten 
thousand people, provided that the postal 
receipts therein amount to ten thousand 
dollars a year. There is a mistaken impres- 
sion that this will largely increase the num- 
ber of free delivery cities, and information 
has been sent from Washington giving the 
names of many cities in each state that would 
be benefitted by the change, bat the truth is 
that the number is comparatively small, the 
post office department placing it at 43 towns 
in the whole country. Thestatistics of this 
service are very complete, and afford the 
means of contrasting the postal business in 
the various cities. 

There are in Atlanta seventeen letter car- 
riers. During the year they delivered from 
the mails coming into the city 3,088,271 let- 
ters and 1,057,726 postal cards, As local 
mail they delivered 454,428 letters and 445,- 
£27 postal cards. The registered letters de- 
livered were in number 14,506 and the news- 
papers 2,301,572. Within the same period 
they collected, while making the rounds of 
the city, 2,184,731 letters, 702,777 postal 
cards and 262,375 newspapers. The total 
number of pieces of mail matter handled was 
10,491,057, as an average foreach carrier of 
617,175. Theservice cost $14,478.66, or for 
each carrier $951.6%. The amount received 
from local postage was $15,597.04. 

Augusta has eight letter carriers. The to- 
tal number of piecss of mail handled by them 
was 3,542,527, or per carrier, 442,883. Cost 
of service, $7,300.78, or per carrier $912.59. 
Amount received from local postage, $3,303. - 
29. 

Macon has nine letter carriers. Total 
number of pieces of mail matter handled 
2,543,663, or per carrier 282,651. Cost of 
service 6,075.77, or per carrier $675.09. Lo- 
cal postage $1,847.76. 

Savannah bas nine letter carriers. Total 
number of pieces of mail matter handled, 
3,002,°91, or per carrier, 370,321. Cost of 
service $7,770.62, or per carrier, $63.40. 
Amount received fom local postage, 
$8,263. 49. 

For the information of the postmasters of 
the state it can be said that the department 
is steadily prosecuting the work of reviewing 
the adjustment of the salaries of postmasters 
under the act of March 3, 1883. 


A Remedy Necessary. 

The railroads are depending on the senate 
to defeat the Reagan bill, and, in variow 
parts of the country, they are bringing to 
gether voluminous arguments going to shog 
that the pool ought to ‘be the prideof ha 
country and the delight of the patriot and 
private citizen. 

Leaving the discussion of the Reagan bill 
to another time, we may say that there 
never was any justification for the existence 
of the pooling arrangements by which the 
railroads of the country, both great and 
small, are enabled to wring taxes from the 
public. The only reasonable excuse for the 
arrangement was offered some years ago by 


Colonel H.§S. Haines, who is not only an 


experienced railroad man, but a gentleman 
of wide culture. Colonel Haines declared 
that the pool was necessary in order that 
the railroads might protect themselves 
against the results of bad management. 
This is a good excuse, bui it is not, nor was 
it intended to be, a justification. 

As the railroads themselves have outgrown 
the expectations of the men even of this 
generation, so the results of the pool are 
more serious and reach further than incom- 
petent management. The pool, in other 
words, bas outgrown the hopes of its invent- 
ors. It was invented, as our readers 
know, to cure the evils of com- 
petition, but the results of it have 
proceeded far beyond the first intention. It 
is not only a barrier to even reasonable 
competition, but it is employed to force 
larger tributes and taxes from the pockets of 
the people. More than this, it is employed 
as an instrument of punishment—as in the 
case of Atlanta, which has been violently 
sand-bagged by the pool, so to speak, be- 
cause if is supposed that Atlanta is respon- 
sible for the railroad commission. 

Every business man and every citizen of 
Atlanta knows to what an outrageous extent 
this community has been victimized by the 
pool. The pool rates have not only taken 
the shape of taxation, but they have sup- 
pressed enterprises that wonld have been 
organized here, and have driven trade out of 
its natural and ordinary channels. The 
poolis autocratic in the extreme, and there 
must be some remedy against its truculent 
tyranpy. 

Not the least of its evils is that its rates 
represent a per cent to be divided out among 
allthe roads in the association. One rail- 
road is enabled to divide its income with 
other roads. When a new railroad is taken 
inte the pool the rates must be advanced in 
order to pay the new road for work that it is 
not expected to do. There is no limit to 
such progress as this. We have heard of 
parallel roads that were constracted so that 
they might be sold out to their rivals; but if 
the pool continues to bloom and flourish, 
we shall hear of railroads that are built 
merely for the purpose of enjoying the 
“divyvy’’ which the pool provides for, 

There ought to be a remedy for the pool 
somewhere.

FROM ATLANTA TO NEW YORK. 


Change in the Classification of Dry Goods 
Rates. 

NEW YorkK, December 22.—[Special.]|—T wo 
important changesin the classification of cotton 
piece goods shipped from New York and the cast 
to southern points, and from the south hefe, are 
announced by the dry goods committee of this city. 
The changes are the result ofa request made by the 
southern merchants to the Southern Railway and 
Steamship association at ;its November meeting. 
The local ary goods committee, 
pressed the request at length, , and 
urged the changes. Asthe result the arbitration 
board ofthe association recommended a change 
from first to third class in the classification of cot- 
ton piece goods shipped south, and from sixth to 
fourth class in the classification of similar goods 
shipped north. The association has decided to 
adopt the new classification after January. 

The arbitration committee said that the rates on 
cotton factory products from southern mills, Rorth 
bound, heretofore in the sixth class, were much 
lower thanthe rates on the raw material north 
bound. For instance, the rate on raw cotton from 
Atlanta to New York is seventy-five cents per 100 
pounds, while, on piece goods, when placed in 
the sixth class, it was only 49 cents per 100 pounds. 
On the other hgnd, the rates from New York to 
Atlanta on cotton factory products were $1.14 per 
100 pounds for first class, unreleased, and 98 cents 
per 100 pounds for second class if released. This 
Inequality, the committee said, had been marked 
for a long time, and was no longer defensible, The 
committee’s report said further, the cotton pro- 
ducts from the southern mills,even if raised to 
fourth class, are still, in most cases, a shade lower 
than the rates on raw materiai, and in only one 
caszisitashade higher. But the fact that the 
finer fabrics of higher value are shipped south- 
bound, some of them without discovery, than-those 
aippee northbound, the still existing ineqhality 
would be unjustifiable. :

The stout man tapped him on the shoulder and 
remarked in a careless, good humored way: 

“Tt’s bad on you, this fast running. You see, if 
the train should jump the track there wouldn’t be 
a spot of grease left to mark the resting place of our 
scattered remains, It’s enough to make you un- 
comfortable. You never can tell when an acci- 
dent’s going to occur; that’s another thing to 
make you uncomfortable. I remember three years 
ago traveling from Chattanooga to Nashville on 
the N. C. and St. L. It’sa daisy road, but it runs 
through a mountainous country and whenevera 
train leaves the track it’s ‘Goodbye John,’ and 
don’t you forgetit.

I met him a 
week or twoago. Hesaid-his health was good, 
but the unnatural position of his hands and arms 
was rather inconvenient.”

“It’s rough on you, and no mistake,’’ continned 
the stoutman. ‘‘WhenI look at you it makes ine 
gladder than everthat I’m not neryous. It’s a 
fact that can’t be disputed, the worst railread acci- 
dents occur when trains are running at a high rate 
of speed. Iremember rather a curious accident 
that occurred two years ago on the M. and O. 
There was a fellow named ,Higgins—drummer for 
a Cincinnati whisky house. Higgins always kept 
full—right up to the brim. He was literally soak- 
edin whisky. Put him down bya hot stove, and 
hang me it you wouldn’t have to pour water on 
him to keep him from catching fire and burning 
up. He was riding! on a delayed train oa 
the M. and O. I don’t know how rapidly 
the train was running, but the _ rate 
of speed must have been awful. A misplaced 
switch caused every car toleaye the track. Tine 
wreck was indescribable. It was nine months 
before, the last scrap of iron’! from tke cars 
was found and senttotheshops. Well, sir, Hiz- 
gins was caught between the side of one of the 
cars and a pile of broken seats. Singulariy 
enough, he wasn’t hurt, but he couldn’t extricate 
himself. In twisting about he accidentally ignited 
a lot of matches he had in his vest pocket, and, in 
another second, he was ablaze all over. The whis- 
ky in him was what did the business. The unin- 
jured!"passengers tried to put him out—I mean 
they tried to put out the flames, but they couldn't. 


They just had to stand there and see him burn 
like a Christmas bon-fire.”’

The Civil Service Commission. 


Yesterday the United States court chamber 
was converted into an examination room. The 
civil service commission met to test the qualifica- 
tions of twenty-one applicants for government 
appointmonts. Early in the day the exam- 
iners and applicants were in their places. Tne 
following gentlemen constitated the commit- 
tee: J. W. Renfroe, W. H. Webster and Park 
Woodward. The twenty-one applicants were 
rauged around the long tables, and each person 
was given a blank which he was required 
to fill out. This he was compelled 
to do without consulting any on 
or referring to any book or memorandum. Of 
the applicants sixteen were males and five fe- 
males. No evlored persons were in the number. 
Thirteen stood what is known asa general 
course, seven took the limited course, and one 
stood a special examination in penmanship. 
Seme ofthe applicants rushed through the 
examination and handed in their papers in a 
few hours. Others took much longer to finish 
their's, and a few were puzzling their brains 
over the questions ienies toe rs before they made 
replies to all the interrogations, The appli- 
cants were not permitted to sign their names 
to the blanks, but only their numbe.s, In this 
way the committee are prevented from knowing 
the rating of any particular person. Rule 7, of 
the civil service act, specifiies what the exam- 
ining shall cover. The rule reads as follows: 
“The general examinations under the first clause 
of Rule 6, for admission to the service shall. be 
limited to the following subjects: Ist. Orthogra- 
phy, penmanship and copying. . 2d, Arithme- 
tic, fundamental rules, fractions and percentage, 
dd, Interest, discount and elements of book- 
keeping and accounts. 4th. Elements 
of the English language, letter writing, 
and the proper construction of sentences. Sth. 
Elements ef the geography, history and gov- 
ernment of the United States.” The general 
examination includes all the above, while the 


limited includes only the first and second re- 


\uirements and the test of letter writing. The

Death of One of Ailanta’s Oldest and Best 
Citizens. 


The Rev. F. P. Perdue, orle of the oldest and 

most highly esteemed citizens of Atlantal died 
yesterday morning at five o'clock, after a some- 
w bat protracted illness. About a week ago it 
was finounced that Mr. Perdue was nearing 
his end, but he rallied in a remarable manner, 
and his physicians began to entertain hopes of 
his ultimate recovery. But, a few days later, 
there was a change for the worse, aad 
he gradually sank lower and lower until 
5 o'clock yesterday morning, when he peace- 
fully parsed away. The news of Mr. Perdue’s 
death will carry sorrow to many hearts in At- 
lanta and elsewhere in the state. He num- 
bered his friends by the hundred. In the year 
1#53, the deceased first came to Atlanta, which 
then hard)y deserved the name of a city, and 
since that time has resided here almost contin- 
uously, He was for several years before the 
war the master machinist of the Western and 
Atlantic rail shops. Shortly at- 
ter the war he embarked into 
the insurance business, which pursuit he 
temporarily abandoned some years later, 
to preach the gospel. Forsome six or eight 
years he was the pastor of the Christian 
church in this city, being the predecessor of 
Dr. A.G. Thomas. After relinquishing this 
pastoral charge he re-entered the insurance 
business, which he has pursued with great 
success ever since. Latterly he has been a 
special agent of the Travelers’ Accident Insur- 
ance company, of Hartford, Conn., and he way 
esteemed by the company as one of the ablest 
men in its employ. He made friends where- 
ever he went by his pleasant manners and cour- 
tcous attentions to all with whom he came in 
contact. He always preserved a spotless repu- 
tation as a man of business, and he was a con- 
sistent member of the church over which he 
had formerly presided. He was an honest, 
true man, faithful in all the relations of life. 
This example is one which might well be ema- 
lated by all. The déceased had passed the 
time venchsafed to most men; he had almost 
reached the scriptural] allotment of three score 
years and ten, for he was sixty-three.

THE WATER GROWS STALE. 


A Prominent Physician Discusses the Con- 
dition of the Artesian Water. 

“Do you know,” said a prominent physiciar 
yesterday afternoon, “that the supply of artes- 
jan watcr in the suburbs needs attention.” 

“No; what is wrong with it?’ asked a Con- 
STITUTION reporter. 

“Well, it is not exactly adapted to the pur- 
pose for which it was intended, Ta 
the® center of the city and even 
as far out as five or six blocks the wateris pure 
and good, but when you get near. the end of 
the various pipes leading from the well, the 
water is inclined to be stagnant. You see, the 
hydrants near the well are in almost con- 
stant use, and the flow of water is almost con- 
tinual. This, of ceurse, guarantees good 
pure, tresh water because itis always coming 
from the well. But near the end of the pipes 
the water even smells. Then, too, it tastes of 
iron and other foreign clements. This, of 
course, is due to the fact that the hydrants are 
used so littie—at any rate not enough to guar- 
antee fresh water.” 

“What remedy would you suggest’? 

‘The best thing that can be done,’”’ answered 
the p. p., “is to keep the water in motion. Now 
if the council would pass an ordinance requir- 
ing the sanitary inspectors to open each of 
these temall hydrants two or three hours 
every night the defect would be removed.” 

“But the water that runs during that time, 
what would you do with it? It would-——” 

“That could be utilized nicely. . A smali ex- 
penditure would provide rubber pipes one end 
of which could be attached to the hydrant 
while the other could be inserted into the near- 
est sewer. Thus the water would be doing a 
service, Now _ the open hydrants 
worked for three heurs would give 
a supply of fresh Water 
to all points at all times, and I think the expe- 
riment well worth a trial. Understand me, I 
do not wish to be understood as talking against 
our artesian well. I think the water the best 
in the country, and know that it is worth every 
dollar that has been spent for it; but let it be 
equally good at all points.”

or fish, or escape the rigors of northern winter. 
The south is a sealed book to a majority of north- 
erners to whom the west is an open volume. If 
the present speculative tendency, of which there 
are sO any signs all around us, shal! inure to the 
advantage of the south by enlisting capital in her 
undeveloped industries, we shall be glad, 
We, of course, refer to legitimate business op- 
portunities, not {to the organization of stock 
companies for the purpose of selling shares at the 
north. Nothing would soe quickly cause a reaction 
against the south as the attempt to play upon the 
credulity of her friends and well wishers of the 
north, We should, for example, be suspicious of 
gold mines, silver mines and diamond beds at the 
south. The precious metals and the rarest gems 
may exist. there, for aught we know, in paying

' quantities, awaiting only the magie wand of capl- 


tal to call them forth. But there is an excess of 
that kind of speculation in California and Nevada. 
No other part of the country can rcasonably hope 
to compete with them in supplying the market 
with trashy mining claims and worthless shares. 

The south can take a strong hold upon the north- 
erh imagination, confidence aud sympathy only oy 
means of legitimate business which offers prod’ 
bilities of fair returus for money invested. 
Under this head her manufacturing em 
terprises may properly be classed. Our southern

‘THE SHOOTING OF TOMBS 


A STARTLING RUMOR IN ATLANTA 
YESTERDAY. 


a Youre Merchent of Stoch bridge, cn His Way Home, 
Encounters a Man Named Wilseon—No Partio- 
vlaes Ob ainable as to tie Cause of the 
Tragedy~The Ruwors Aftoat. 


Rumors of the killing of W. 5S. Tombs by a 
man named Wilson night before last, in Stock: 
bridge, teached Atlanta yesterday afternoon 
and created quite a sensation because of the ex- 
tensive acquaintance Mr. Tombs has through- 
out the city. 

The killing is said to have occurred about 2 
o'clock yesterday morning. 

Intelligence of the unfortunate affair reached 
the city in a half dozen different ways, and in 
just that number of ways the stories varied in 


their recital. 

Mr. Tombs was a yOung man Of about thirty 
years. For some time past he bad been ia tic 
mercantile business in Stockbridge and hui 
built up a large trade. He was a man of 

ENERGY AND BUSINESS QUALIFICATIONS, 
and in connection with his store manage | s:tv 
cessfully a large plantation near the village 
Day belore yesterday Mr. ‘tombs came to At- 
lanta to perfect a land trade he was miking 
and at the same time to purchase some yoo: is 
for his store. During the day he calied at John 
Silvey & Co.’s wholesale dry goods house, and 
purchased a bill, at the same time arranging 
some matters existing between himself and the 
fom. Mr, Tombs remained in the city until 
after night, and left for his home on the East 
Tennessee passenger train, which drew away 
from the Mitchell street depot at twenty min- 
utes after eleven o'clock that night. 

This is the last positive information in At- 
lanta of Mr. Tombs. 

THE STATEMENT OF AN 

Yesterday afternoon about four o’clock 4a 
young man named Crane, whose home is in 
Atlanta, drove into the city from the neigh- 
borheod of Stockbridge and stopping at Coor- 
ler’s store, on West Peters street, stated that 
Mr. Tombs had been killed the night before. 
Mr. Coogler knew Mr. Tombs very well, hav- 
ing hed several business transactions with him 
and feeling an interest in the matter began 
questioning Crane. The young man did not 
know a great deal about the killing, having 
acquired adil ef his information foom a man he 
had met on the road from Stockbridge. Crane’s 
informant merely stated that 

MR. TOMBS HAD BEEN SHOT 

and killed by a man the night before. During 
fhe afternoon information of the killing 1reach- 
ed Silvey & Co.’s store, but this too was bare of 
details. The house of course was anxious to 
iearn everything possible about the affair and 
after diligent inquiry ascertained about the fol- 
lowing: 

When Mr. Tombs Icft Atlanta Tuesday nig ot 
he knew that his bugey wor ld meet him at t 
depot in the town aud when he stepped trom 
the train the buggy was ‘here in charge of a 
driver. Mr. Tombs lived about a mile from the 
depot ‘and getting into his buggy started home. 
On the way he encountered a man named Wil- 
son by whom he was killed. Just : 

HOW THE KILLING OCCURRED. bad 
Silvey & Co. were unab’e to ascertain. but upon 
this part of the rumor there were two stories 
current in tne city yesterday, and last night 
one rumor had it that Wilson and the merchant 
were on bad terms, and that while the mer- 
chant was leaving town he encountered Wil- 
con. who was coming in. The two men en- 
gaged in a quarrel, during which the shooting 
occurred. The other rumor was that Mr. 
‘Tombs wasshot without knowing the presence 
of danger. 
OTHER RUMORS ABOUT IT. 

Stockbridge is only about ten miles from At- 
lanta, and a great many Atlantians are well 
acquainted in that neighborhood. Patrolman 
Stroud is well posted in the vicinity, and says 
that a man named Wilson lives near Stock- 
bridge. After hearing the rumors 
THE CONSTITUTION made every eflort to secure 
the full details but failed. The Western Union 
bas no wire to Stockbridge and the East Ten- 

uessee wires were so taken up with the business 
of the road that the managers would not accept 
an order for a special. 

Railread men who came up the road yester- 
day contirm the story of the shooting, but were 
not able to give any of the details. The police 
department had received no information of the 
affray up to a late hour last night.
